Somes misapprehension seems to have arisen 
ag to the scope of the Arma Bill now before 
the Legislative Council—n misappreh ension 
in which, strange lo sav, at the last meoting 
of the Council both the Chief Justice and 
the Acting Attorney-Goneral seemed: to 
share, The. Bill dooa not provide that a 
licence must be obtoined for the possession 
of arme—except in the case of dealera—nor is 
the carrying of arms made illegal, All that 
the Ordinnoce does in this-direction ia to 
provide a ponulty forcarrying arms “ without 
reasonable exeuse, the proof of which stall lie 
upon” the person charged. Ifany one proved to. 
the satisfaction of the magistrate that he was 
carrying a gua only for sporting purposes 
thatlof course would be accepted ag a teagon-. 
able excuse. So again if a person were found 
carrying. n revolver while walking on s coun. 
try road: and said he bnd it for his protections 
that also could bardly be rafueed as a reagon- 
cable excuse; at all evente, we think no ma 
gistrate would refure it in the ense of any 
respectable person, whether European or, 
Chinese, If the Hill avid “Every person 
a licence fiom the 
Governor in Counsil avd without reasonable 
excuse” carry arms, etc, it would bear the 
more sweeping construction; but, aa the 
asction (No. 3) standa, oll that is required is 
a reasonable excuse and not a licenco From 
the Governor, It js true the next section

With reference to the'simultanoous collection 
of duty und lokin on Foreign Opium, wo received 
on the 15th January a telegram from the Teang- 
li Yamén, stating that the provinoial Lekin 
offices would ceage to collect duty. and lokin on 
foreign opium on thi 3lat Junuary, aud that the 
whole business would devolve on the Foreign 
Customs oa the Ist of February; that, aa it 
would be impossible to send + has ra’s olficors in 
time to the six etations nésr Hongkong and 
Macao, the officers in charge af the said Customs 
and stations would for the time being’ collect 
dnty and-lokin according to the new soalo of 
Taola 110 por hundred catties; and the Customs 
would earry out thesimultaneons collection from 
the Ist of April. 

Having received the above, wa duly issue this 
joint proclamation for the information of Chi- 
‘hese and Forsign roerchants oud people. . 

‘In future, when you import foreign opium you 
will, if it pasos the Foreign Customs, simal- 
taneously pay dafy and Jekin to the amount of 
Taels 110 on every hundred catties, in accordance 
with the new regalations, from the Ist of 
February. If it passes the native Custom- 
houses, you will, in sooordance with the old 
regulations, continue for the time being to pay 
both duty and lekin, and the amount will be a 
total of ‘Tnels ‘110 per hundred cattios. From 
the Ist of April, tha aimoltanvous collection wil 
be carried cat by the Customs. 

You mist make payment at once; lot there 
not bo the least delay, doubt or indecision, Such 
‘ag disobey will be punished.

IN CHINA. . 
a ee 
“Thera is ‘no nooassity for us to show tho im- 
mense good which an extension of steam navigra- 
tion on the Yangtezo, and its introduction on the 
Pearl LiverwouttbetoChing. Foreigners under- 
stand that, and.so do enlightened officials and o 
‘hinose.. The opening 
of tho Upper Yangtaze to steamors is provided 
for by the Chefoo Convention, and althongh 
difficulties wary thrown in the way of the com- 
‘panies Who were propared last year to undertake 
a survey of that part of the great river, we hope 
these will roon bo ovorcoms, Cironmatances 
wero somewhat unfavourable 'at the time; the 
riot at Chungking hed occurred, and rome of 
the distriets and places between Ichang and that 
city ware in a disturbed condition, We con 
very well understand that tho local officials were 
extremely averse to anything boing done which 
might excite tho animosity of considerable 
olaxeca, already not too wall dispased to the go- 
Veriing powers, as the preparation for the in- 
trodiction of new modes of trdnsit. would very 
likely hove done. Bat tho present Viceroy of 
zechuen, who has taken office since then, is 
credited with boing an able administrator, and be 
will doubtless soon resous. affairs from whatever 
disorder they fell into after the death of his dis- 
tinguished. predecessor. We have hopes, that 
when this has been done- there will no longer bo 
any reluctance shown by. tho officiala to the fil- 
filmont of the Chefoo Convention. Bnt as the 
officials in this country never harry themselves, 
and prefer to leave till a remote to-morrow 
what ehould be done at oneo, the Ministers at 
Peking should use. their inflnence to have the 
way prepared for the froo survey of the Upper 
Yangtsze, The survey can only be efficiently 
done by steam-launchas, or small craft somewhat 
similar, and the objections of the local authorities 
to these shonld be removed by orders from their 
superiors. Navigation by steam of that part of 
China's inland waters is on a different footing ag 
regards foreigners from that on the rivers in other, 
provinces, to which we now wieh to-direct atten- 
tom 
But barides tho opposition which a system of 
steam navigation would encounter from what we 
may class as vested intorosts,—officials in the 
{mposts and capitalists and. labouring peoplein 
tho anoi-nt ways of conducting trade,—thera is 
a reluctance among the higher vfiicials to the in- 
trodnetion of steamers which so far as we know 
has not been publicly expressed by them. It is 
a very strongly folt objection, is quite nataral, 
and has hitherto stood inthe way of steamers 
being allowed to ply on, the Pearl Rivor. Iti, 
thatif once steaners under the Chinese flag are 
introduced-thore, foreignerd'will pat pressureon 
the Government: at Poking to allow steamers 
undor the,flags of the Treaty Powars to share 
in the traffic, There are no Navigation Laws in 
China agin the United Btates, by which stoammors 
of aliong ean bo erclnded from any part of 
the const or river. yan, and possibly the 
authorities doubt whethor- China wonld be able 
to moajutain-them under certain cironmstances, 
if thoy wera instituted. ‘Chore: does not .ap- 
pear, therefore, to the official mind any course 
open except to Rrerent all steam. traffic on 
the rivers on which there are no ports open by: 
Treaty. We may almosteay that.itis this dread 
of their being, probably at an carly date, prossed 
to allow the Sroreign lags to follow the Chinosa 
jn tho Poarl River, which has ‘prevented Chinese 
steamera being permitted to run there. There 
areother waters in.China where steam ‘ tranait 
might be advantagéonsly and profitably intro- 
duced by nativo capitalists. The Poyang and 
Tuugting lakes, for instance, carry 6 great traffle 
in passengers an@-goods, and more rapid means 
of communication on them would be an immense 
honafit not only to the Chinese in the neighboar, 
ing aud other districts, but to foreign commerce. 
Tho greater part of the now trade which: would 
be created, and the increase in the present trade 
would be with foreigners and in foreign articles, 
No ‘doubt there would be.a large extension 
of the exchange of purely native ‘commodities, 
bat, along with this, more foreiga imports would 
be taken. Ft ig alwaya so where communicationa 
are improved.. Steam navigation for these waters 
can, however, wait, until the good it bas done to 
other disiriets shall have become so well known 
generally in China, that it will be adopted as 8 
necessity, But on the coast there ia 8 good. deat 
te bo dane to extend steam navigation, sud ¥-.
